operations against Verdun, the former front being, approximately 100 mile from Paris while

It was out a slip of 
yellow paper, imprinted at the top "Court" and that followed «by 
a suggestion that "proceedings" •would "be stopped 'by the debtor 
calling on his creditor and settling up, the wbilc being digued "The 
Federal Adjustment Co." 
The smooth "gent" sold -bales of these 


to merchants of the ancient and somnolent mtitrop. and thereby 
awaked her -with a start and a jump that she hasn't known for 114 
years, or thereabouts, but it was the creditors and not'the debtors 
that are aroused and running around in circles. Nonchalantly-the 
debtors -view the yellow slips, there are no" court proceedings, 
there is no such entity as the Federal Adjustment 
company 
and 


just as soon as somebody sends out one of those yellow slips he 
is going to 'be arrested on two charges in two courts, in the state 
for attempt to obtain money by false pretense and in the federal 
for using the mail for fraudulent purpose 'and 'blackmail.

Forbes camp was thrown into 
the throes of excitement by the 
announcement that "Louse" had 
been spending the day riding be- 
tween HarrisoJiville and the camp 
on a dirt wagon. 


Later it was reported that 


"Louse" was occupying a shan- 
ty at the lower end of the camp. 
J. F. Porter, J.'R, .Uamarin, J. C. 
Hartley, Will Van Gordcr and J. 
D. French quickly armed them- 
selves and started toward the cab- 
in. Just before they arrived, a 
negro leaped out and 
started 


across the broken fields ill a run. 
-The posse immediately followed. 
Several times the trail was loit 
and finally, they came to some 
tracks along the bank of the Lit- 
tle Scioto river, which led direct- 
ly into the stream.
